would produce more money for in- 
vestigation purposes," Bailin 
de- 


clared. 


"The 1'hiel agency wanted me to 
go to Russia after literature, but I 
refused and quit," Bailin. asserted. 


"Soon after that, in a conversa- 


tion with William J. Burns, he told 
me to stick with the Burns agency. 
'If Mr. Harding is elected president, 
I will be head of the department of

Direct Violence, Not Poi- 
son, Caused Death/U. W. 


Expert Testifies

FOND DU LAC, Wis.— Setting 


aside the theory of poisoning and 
drowning in the death of William 
Peters, young Holland farmer found 
dead in a well at Wanpun, Dec. 31, 
Dr. C. H. Bunting, pathologist ot 
Madison, today testified at the re- 
sumption of the inquest that the 
man's death might have been caus- 
ed by a blow on tho head, which, 
while not causing a fracture, was 
sufficiently heavy 
to bring 
about 


death by concussion of the brain. 


"Such a blow," he said, "might 


hay.e been caused by some .blunt in- 
strume'nt such 'as a rounded club or 
-ar~-fork handle: -•The"""blb:wy" to"'iny 
opinion wag delivered before death, 
but what happened from a criminal 
point of view oefore Peters died it 
was hard to figure out. From the 
position and character of the in- 
jury behind Peters' left ear it could 
not have been produced by a fall. 
This one injury, I feel, is not ex- 
plicable except on the ground of di- 
rect xiolence. If Peters could not 
have got into the wel] where he 
was found he must have been put 
there. 
No one would have put him 


there who was not criminally in- 
volved in some way. The blow on 
the head seems to have been the 
only sign of external violence at 
least that must have happened be- 
fore death."

collejre ratinjr. 
Such an honor has 


been awarded only twice beore." 


History of the military traininjr 


corps here was given in a report of 
the commandant last year._ The de- 
partment was founded in 1862 when 
a volunteer company of infantry 
was orjcanized. 
Drill was (riven 


one hour each afternoon.

training was jeciven during- the Civil 
war.Compulsory instruction was ord- 
ered in 1870" by the Board of Re- 
gents for freshmen and sophomores 
and made elective for juniors and 
seniors.

Chicago University Has 


Pen Filling Stations 


Fountain pen filling stations have 


been invented by L. D. Thompson 
of the University of Chicago. Some 
of the machines have beer, put in at 
the University, and more are to be 
installed later if those in use prove 
successful. 


The contrivance consists of a 


container for ink and two cups, one 
in which to drain the pens and the 
other in which to fill the pens. A 
penny dropped into the container 
slot releases just enough ink to 
fill a pen, which may be caught in 
the second cup when the knob is

The cup is just large enough to 


hold the ink and is shaped to fit 
the pen point so that every drop 
of the ink is taken up.

HE owner of a number of Madison 
apartment houses was recently tell- 


ing of the big demand for apartments 
and flats in Madison. 


"Why," he said, "people are willing to 


rnovp into apartments that are 
only [ 


partially completed and are willing to be | 
subjected to the inconveniences of men j 
working in the apartments and all of 
the other annoyances that they must en- 
dure until the apartments arc complet- 
ed." 


When asked to explain this condition, 


in view of the large number of apart- 
ment buildings recently built in Madi- 
son, the apartment owner replied:

THE MADISON MAENNERCHOR 


BY EARLY '.MADISONIAN 


The first, male chorus of Madison was organ- 


i/ed by Francis Massing in 1852 and received 
the appellation of the 
Madison Mnennerchor. 


Today (seventy one years later) none of its 
charter members are living:, but the musical in- 
fluence wielded by its spirit still,exists. 


Tlie earliest concerts were given in the old 


Biptisl church now the site of the Telephone

The Saengcrfest of 1S5G was 'held in Milwau- 


kee. It was the initial song-festival of Wiscon- 
sin and the assistance given it by the Madison 
Ringers (who took prominent parts in the pro- 
cram) was a prominent part in its success. 


The following year the women of Madison 


paid a deserved tribute to the society by the 
gil'S. of a beautiful'banner—an inspiration to the 
choristers, whose rehearsals continued steadily 
u n t i l the outbreak of the war of rebellion forced 
Ihoir discontinuance.

[To the Editor]—I do riot believe that any 


move to get rid of the teaching of evolution in 
the public schools wiH'be effective and I sym- 
pathize with those who fear that belief in evo- 
lution .will unsettle faith in the Bible. But I , 
can not help thinking that the . objectors arc 
partly to 'blame for the supposed danger; they 
have done little, except in a very g'eneral way, 
to combat the theory itself. 


Of course the job is rendered difficult by the 


fact that there are as many species of evolu- 
tionists as there arc of Socialists, and to get 
rid of all of them would not only be undesir- 
able and impossible, but would 
necessitate 


fighting each bug in a special way. This would 
be too big a job and I believe that objectors to 
the theory would obtain better results if they 
would train their guns on the big game only, 
and some well-to-do individual could be. found 
who could be persuaded to pay for and arrange 
a series of 'bouts for Mr. Darwin with some 
one or more individuals who, in a free-for-all 
contest, would show themselves most capable 
of exposing the 'bunk that is employed to hol- 
ster up the theory. 


The anti-Darwinians should be allowed to 


specify the battleground for each 'bout. And 
Mr. Bryan or some other, individual would be 
persuaded to h.and the Dempsey who is to op- 
pose Mr. Darwin a check for $500 or more be- 
fore the battle beghis. If the objection should 
be urged that there could bo no real victory 
in defeating a dead man, this objection could 
be met by specifying that Mr. Darwin is not 
to be declared the loser unless he is deader af- 
ter the bout than before it. Now the battle-* 
ground that I would specify for the first bout 
would be delimited by what. Mr. Darwin has to 
say in support of his belief that the great 
length of the giraffe's neck is due to a selective 
process, aided by the age-long necessity of 
"stretching its neck" to feed upon the leaves 
of trees. Of course a part of Darwin's theory 
here has been knocked into a cocked hat by 
Wcismann's discovery of the principle that ac- 
quired characteristic?, are not transmitted. But 
disregarding Welshman's principle, there is here 
a field for the man who can reason effectively 
without technical knowledge; and this would be 
in accordance with the idea that I have in mind, 
of ignoring all the special kno'.yleclge of thr. 
physiologist and biologist. 
To attain this er.d 


and thus make the discussion a popular one, I 
would suggest the following regulations which 
are prompted by the consideration that hardly 
any technical 
knowledge is required to rear! 


Darwin's works. 


(1). 
No contestant, in the preliminary bout 


or in the final bout shall have his production 
considered if. in the discussion of the subject, 
be shall be more technical than Mr. Darwin. 
This restriction would leave the field open, not 
only to the lawyer and minister and scientist, 
but. also to the. dancing master 
and sausage 


maker. 
Perhaps either of the two last named 


might, like Hugh Miller, the mason, add ma- 
terially to the knowledge of the scientists. 


(2) No argument which uses "our ignorance" 


as a bridge shall be allowed any weight. This 
Darwinian bridge if utilized shall be consider- 
ed a missing link fatal to the validity of an ar- 
gument. If a third regulation were to be made 
it would he merely a rule of politeness, viz. 
That no stronger epithet than "dodger" shall 
be applied to Mr. Darwin. After the first bout 
others coukl be arranged. 
These, like the first 


one, would be battles over the specific applica- 
tions of Mr. Darwin's theory. 
It" a dozen such 


bouts were fought out in earnest, it might bring 
out new ways of "attacking the 
theory 
and 


would provide excellent mental exercise in 
thinking—a thing of the past, generally speak- 
ing. 
As men possessed of considerable techni- 


cal vocabularies would scarcely be able to com- 
ply with the first regulation, high brow stuff" 
would be shut out and only contestants who 
could think in" the kind of language that Mr. 
Darwin employed would be 
selected 
for 
the 


bouts. We are going to hear a great deal about 
evolution ir. the future as in the past whether 
it is taught in the schools or r.ot, and a litera- 
ture attacking its weaknesses should be devel- 
oped. Of course the humorist is sure to come 
into the. fray and poke fun at the idea of sett- 
ling our minds or, such a matter except'by plac- 
ing unquestioning faith in the word of the pro- 
fessional scientist. But we need not mind him. 
He has never read Darwin and does not know 
how completely the material used -by Darwin 
lies within the grasp of the common man's un- 
derstanding.—P. B.

TAX RESOLUTIONS OF 
WOMEN PROGRESSIVES 


There is no more harmony in the Woman's 


Progressive Association than there is in the 
legislature. It -seems that the committee on 
legislation, of the Woman's Progressive Asso- 
ciation framed up and adopted unanimously 
several resolutions demanding certain tax re- 
forms, among the number the repeal of the per- 
sonal property offset, larger income taxes on 
the higher incomes in order that there may be 
lower property taxes, and a surtax oh-large 
land holdings in .accordance with the principles 
of the Grimstad-Commons bill which came 'be- 
fore the assembly two years ago. 


The?e resolutions, unanimously adopted, were 


handed up to the resolutions committee at the 
recent state convention. 
But they all died in 


committee. 
At least, they were not reported 


out. 
The only plank relating to taxation that 


was reported is vague 
and unsatisfactory 
to 


many of the women, and does not, they say, 
furnish them with any guide as to wljat specific 
bills they shall favor at public bearings, or what 
bills they shall oppose. 


Here is the resolution that was reported: 
"We favor an equalization of federal and 


state taxes, upon the principle that those who 
are best able to pay should 'bear the heaviest 
burden, insuring equitable reduction of taxes on 
small incomes." 


Some of the members of the committee on 


legislation, however, declare 'that they feel 
authorized to. appear at legislative hearings in 
favor of the repeal of the personal property 
offset, the Grimstad-Commo'ns bill and certain 
other measures.
